Martha M. Young was from a wealthy farming family from MS (when Martha was born AL may have been 
the Mississippi Territory). She had red hair and blue eyes. Her family disowned her when she married 
Thomas Hawkins. 


Thomas Hawkins may have had some Indian blood. An aunt of mine had heard the name He-lan-thro 
(probably not correct spelling). She was told this name by one of Thomas’ grandchildren. 


Some of the older children went to Pensacola to find work. That’s where Theodosia met Henry. 


Daughter Theodosia Elizabeth Hawkins and her husband, Henry Webster (supposedly from Sweden) were 
married in 1875 and moved to Baldwin County sometime between 1875 and 1880 because they needed to 
be close to Theodosia’s family so they could help after the parents died.

EE WILLIAM HAWKINS, son of JOHN and JOAN (AMADOS) HAWKINS was born at Plymouth 
towards the end of the 15th Century.

Being one of the privilidged sea Captains in the West of England, 
he obtained a high and just reputation for his skill and experience, and was 
held in great esteem by the King. He was a man of considerable property in the 
town of Plymouth. He was Receiver of Plymouth in 1524-25; and in the Corporation 
books is mentioned in 1527-28, when he aad others manned the bulwarks to defend 
the Argosy against the French. William owned a 200 ton ship called the Paul of 
Plymouth, He made his third voyage in 1532, and on his return was chosen Mayor 
of Plymouth, 1532-33. He was again Mayor in 1538-9. In 1539 he was elected 
"Burgess'' or member of Parliament, with James Horeweil. 


In 1544, William Hawkins purchased the Manor of Sutton Vallctort or Vawter 
which remained in the Hawkins family until 1637-8. 


WILLIAM HAWKINS married JOAN TRELAWNY, only daughter of Roger Trelawny of 
Brightorre. (Roger was the son of Sir John Trelawny and Blanche Pownde.)

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SIR JOHN HAWKINS, second son of WILLIAM and JOAN (TRELAWNY) HAWKINS was born at 


Plymouth, England in 1532. Sir John was one of the most distinguished men of 
his time. He was the patriarch of the great sea dogs of Elizabeth's reign, 
Frobisher, Drake, Gilbert, Candish, Raleigh, and others who later made voyages 
of discovery, but were boys when he was a man of mark. 


He made mathematics and 


navigation his study, and soon began to acquire knowledge, and to make good uses 
of his skill and learning.- 


He sailed on his first long voyage in October, 1562. 


About 1557, Sir John married Katherine Gonson. She was the daughter of 
Benjamin Gonson, Treasurer of the Navy, the son of William Gonson, Treasurer of 
the Navy before him. In 1573, Benjamin Gonson resigned in favor of his son-in- 


law, Sir John Hawkins who held the office of Treasurer untii his death in 1595, 
a period of 22 years. 


Dame Katherine died after a lingering illness the first week of July, 1591 
By the special permission of her husband she executed a will on June 23, 1591. 
She was buried in St. Nicholas Church, Deptford. 


SIR JOHN and DAME KATHERINE had one son: SIR RICHARD HAWKINS.

Phoebe Hawkins, married Charles Smith 

. Mary Hawkins, married Tallifero (Tolliver) Craig about 1730. They moved 
to Kentucky in 1781. They reared 11 children and Mary ("Polly") lived to see 84 of 
her grandchildren.

William Hawkins who resided in Essex County, describing himself as "of 
St. Anne's Parich, Gentleman" and his wife Margaret, on October 9, 1747, conveyed 
the 500 acres above mentioned to Rice Curtis, Jr., the same having been devised 
to him by his father's will. On October 7, 1740, and November 16,1742, 
deeds of conveyance and release were executed to Philemon Hawkins by his brother 
Joseph and two of his sisters, in which their father is described as deceased. 


JOSEPH HAWKINS is described in the deeds mentioned above as "son and heir" 
of JOHN; which fact indicates that he was the oldest son, and under the custom of 
primogeniture would inherit such of his father's lands as were not devised by will. 
He must have been born about 1707 or 1708, for the earliest discovered record of 
him is in the Order Book of the Spottsylvania County Militia, when he, as one of 
the officers of Captain John Scott's Company, produced his Commission before the 


Court of His Majesty's Honorable Justices, and took the oath as directed by law 
on September 2, 1729.* 


In 1740 and 1741, he was. living in Hanover County, Virginia, and in 1741 had 
a wife, JANE (NICHOLAS) HAWKINS. In the former year he executed the deeds of 
release to his brother Philemon Hawkins, mentioned above; and in the latter, he 
received a deed from James Jones and wife to 200 acres in St. George's Parish, 
Spottyslvania County, and made a deed to Robert Jackson of a lot in Fredericksburg. 
The death of his father and the inheritance and purchase of lands lying in that 
County seemed to have caused him to return to Spottsylvania, for in the second 


deed of release to Philemon, executed November 1742, he describes himself as -of 
that county.

On the 7th of September, 1742, he produced before the Justices, ‘as above 
his Commission as Captain of a Company of Horse, in which Commission he is 
described as "Gentleman; and he took the customary oath. On August 17, 1744, 


he witnessed the will of one Edmund Byrne; and on September 4, 1744 was appointed 
administrator of that estate. ‘ 


On November 6, 1744, William Gaines and wife conveyed. to him 442 acres in 
Spottsylvania County. On April 7, 1747, he had a deed from his sister Mary and 
her husband, "Taliver Craig" to 200 acres of the lands of their father on Terry's 
Run above. On November 1, 1748, he witnessed a deed made by Robert Stubblefield 
to Richard Baylor. ‘On October 21, 1760, he had a deed from Berard Moore to 310 
acres in the North Fork of the North Anna River. ‘On November 19, 1767* he conveyed 
to Larkin Chew 120 acres on a branch of Plentiful Run, in Spotsylvania County.* 


On March 30, 1769, he executed his will, witnessed by and others named in the 
text above. 


He left his wife, JANE (NICHOLAS) HAWKINS, "the tract of land left me by my 


father with that part of the back land that I purchased from Bernard Moore, 
Gentleman. 


He left lands to his son, Joseph, and to his daughters, Lucy and Sarah.His 
wife, Jane (Nicholas) Hawkins and sons, John and Joseph were made executors. He 
died before March 27, 1770, for on that day the will of Larkin Chew makes mention 
of him as then "deceased."" A deed by the son, Joseph Hawkins and his wife, 
Margaret, executed April 12, 1775, to William P. Thurston shows that the widow, 
Jane was still living at that date; and on January 13, 1784, she was living in 
Henry County, and executed a release of those lands to Thurston.

JOHN HAWKINS, eldest son of JOSEPH and JANE (NICHOLAS) HAWKINS, was born 
February 14, 1733. He married MARY WALLER before or about 1753. In August, 
1767, he was living in Hanover County, Virginia as shown by a mortgage of that 
date, executed to him by one Edward Coleman.* 


Shortly after the death of his father he moved down to Guilford County, 
North Carolina. He was appointed high sheriff of that County under the ROYAL 
GOVERNMENT, just before the Revolutionary War, and maintained some state, keeping 
a coach with a Coat of Arms painted on its doors. When the Revolution began he 
adhered to the cause of the Colonies; consequently he was deemed by the English 
and Tories (English sympathizers) to be a great traitor, especially because of 
the official position he had occupied. They captured him cut his right ear and 
imprisioned him on a ship in the Charleston harbor. 


He was Captain of the 5th Maryland Battallion 1777-1781. 
(Ref: Heitman's Official Register, Page 214.) 


At the close of the Revolutionary War he returned to his family in Guilford 
County.

in Mississippi. He died in either 1876 or 1877. That meant he was only 36 or 37 years old. Carrie never remarried. 


I'm getting a good idea of what all of these Hawkins families did while they were in Galveston. Most of them worked in the 
cotton industry as brokers, buyers, & pickers. 


The oldest son, Thomas K., arrived in Galveston at least as early as 1866 and went in to business with someone 
else. The others were not far behind. 


I've never read anything about what life was like in Pascagoula after the Civil War ended and they no longer had slaves to 
help out with the farms. Do you know of any book that teils this story? 


In some census record or city directory, Evelina Hawkins, gr-gr-grandmother married to Thomas Hawkins, declared 
herself a widow. | guess he died in Pascagoula between 1850 & 1860. 


| have really enjoyed reading the book that | bought at the meeting last month, "Thought You Should Know" by Betty 
Oswald. On pages H59 - H60 about Greenwood Island, it is stated that President Fillmore bought a tract of land on the 
mainland for establishing a military post and marine hospital station. This camp at East Pascagoula, Camp Jefferson 
Davis, was in use until the Civil War. | don't know if Thomas Hawkins was part of "Shields Brigade" and may have been 
buried in the cemetery there, but he did fight in the Mexican War and he was alive in the 1850 census, but died before 
1860. The book also states that in 1907, the hospital was closed and the remains of the veterans were removed to the 
national cemetery in Mobile. Is there a list anywhere of the soldiers that were moved? 


On page H62 of the same book there is mention of another "asylum" hospital with a cemetery that was also moved in 
4907. After the closing of the hospital in 1855, the remaining six soldiers were transferred to the new hospital at 
Harrodsburg, Kentucky. Could there be a list of those buried in this cemetery or of the six soldiers sent to the hospital in 


Harrodsburg? 


If | could find Charles Hawkins, I'm holding out hope for finding Thomas Hawkins. 
Along the way through the Galveston City Directories, | ran into a number of Gautiers. 


| just thought of one more interesting thing. On page H34 in the same book referred to above, there is a section on 
Captain John Grant. He was born in 1796 in Pennsylvania and moved to Baltimore at an early age. He then moved to 
Mobile in 1827 and then on to Pascagoula where he had land in the East Pascagoula section. My thoughts are that 
Thomas Hawkins born in Baltimore in 1800 could have been friends with John Grant and could have moved to 
Pascagoula because of him. That may be a stretch, but it seems possible. Do you think there could possibly be anything 
in a family folder on John Grant that might refer to Thomas Hawkins? There has to be a reason for Thomas Hawkins to 
have moved to Pascagoula from Baltimore, | just have to figure it out. | also have a lot of work to do on data in Baltimore. 
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Wow! My note ended up longer than | planned. | guess you can tell that I'm excited about my research and what I've 
been able to find based on what | learned in Pascagoula. 


Gerald and | hope to make a return trip sometime. Maybe it will be to bring you a folder full of Hawkins material for your 
library.

The Hawkins - The Stallworth's and The Robinson's were among the numerous 
men who migrated from the shores and/or hills of Alabama to the industrial 


saw mill town of Moss Point, Mississippi. 


The strong and vibrant roots of the Hawkins Clan began when john and Ira 


met and united in holy matrimony in the early 1800's. 4 


Fhe first generation began with 2 sons and 2 daughters. John Hawkins Jr., 


Willie Samuel Hawkins - sons , and Patience Hawkins and Mittie Hawkins — 


daughters. 


"Grandpa Hawkins” as he was affetionately called was a strong willed person. 
Although uneducated, he had an intellectual sense of direction. His integrity 


and ambition to work and to provide and protect his family was very evident. 


He worked as a laborer on barges that floated yellow pine logs down the 
& 
river to the "Old Saw Mill" at the point of the town. _These logs were-.)-° 


made into lumber. This valuable timber was much in demand, and many of the 


older homes throughout our town still stand as a symbol of yesteryears. 
Grandpa related to us (his children and grandchildren) that he labored for 
fifty-cents a day (50¢).. But Grandpa had a vision. With this meager sim, 
he opened a bank account, with the Moss Point National Bank (now, The 


Pascagoula-Moss Point Bank). He purchased three and one-half acreas of 


land for $100.00 on the midsection of Sand Hill (now Mayo Street). 


This purchase was listed by a Fred Taylor - in the Book of the Jackson 


County Courthouse — as Hawkins Subdivision. 


On the South side of this tract he built a modest home for his family; end 
later a smaller home, on the southwest corner as a rental property to 


supplement his income as numerous families were migrating to Moss Point 


"seeking ecployment at the big saw mill. 
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As the children became adults - naturally they married - and their homes 


were built on plats of land from the subdivision. 


Patience , the oldest daughter was married to a Mr. Thomas Stallworth 
(called Tom for short). Mr. Tom Stallworth was noted as a man with "Brain 
& Brawn". “He was employed ‘at the Dantzler Saw Mill as a stevedore, and 
later as a steward over the shipment of lumber. Mr. Tom with a desire for a, 
large family built’ a spacious three gable house of the best grade of yellow 


lumber, across from the Hawkins family home, a part of the original tract. 


About a year or s0 later the attractive young daughter of Ira and John | 
Hawkins met, courted and was married to her- handsome suitor, Albert 
Robinson, who was also employed at the saw mill and as a delivery man of 

the commissary store. They lived and raised their family in the house on the 


“west corner of the Hawkins subdivision. 


John Havkins Jr., the oldest son, was married to Evelyn Lancaster and 
they resided on the Lancaster estate with Pheobe (Fe-be) older. sister.-of 


lis bride who lived in the frog pond section (now called Hall Avenue). 


Willie Samvel Hawkins, the younger son worked and saved and built his home 
on the rear of the family_home facing the "Lane" (now calléd Thompson Street). 
It was related that he carried his bride — Addie McElroy Hawkins, the 


daughter of Rose and Baily McElroy over the threshold of their new home. ;

During the course of events Grandpa Hawkins was employed with the Moss 
Point Export Railroad, commonly called the Pine Knot Special. His duty was to 


keep the engine well fired to support the flat cars of heavy logs and timber - 


° 


to the Pascagoula L & N Railroad for export to other places. The engine was. : 


fired with native pine knots. The fumes were strong, smokey and sparkling. 


As a result Grandpa gradually lost his eyesight and became legally blind. 
This tragic incident however, apparently did not caunt his spirits. He 


managed to keep us his "Kitchen Garden", harvest his crop in due season 


and did small chores around the house. 
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On hot summer days, during the cool of the evening Grandpa would sit on 
the porch in his favorite cane bottom rocker and sing in a cleay loud voice 
his favorite hymns and spirituals - one of his favorite’s, I recall was 


"Lead Me O Thou Great Jehovah —- Pilgrim through fais Barren Land etc.,
